(F)-We are bold to hint unto you theſe enſuing Reaſons 
againſt the Toleration of Independency in this Church. 

Firſt, No ſuch Toleration hath hitherto been eſtabliſhed (fo far 
as we know) in any Chriſtian State, by the Civil Magiſtrate. 

Secondly, Becauſe ſome of them have ſolemnly profeſs'd, that 
they cannot ſuffer Presbytery: And anſwerable hereunto is their 
Practice in thoſe places where Tadependency prevails. 

(G) Thirdly, To grant to Them, and not to ether Seftaries, 
who are Free-born as well as They, and have done as good Service 
as they tothe Publick (as they uſe to plead) will be counted Injuſtice 
and great Partiality : But to grant it unto All, will ſcarce be 
cleared, from great Implety. _ 

(H) Fourthly Independency 18 a Schiſm, &c. Now we judge, that 
no Schiſm is to be Tolerated In the Church. 1 Cor, 1. 10. 1 Cor. 
10. 25. Rom. 6. 17. With 1 Cor. 3.3. Gal. 5. 20. [Presbyt. Miniſt, 
Letter from $10n College, to the Aſſembly of Divines, Dec.18. 1645.] 

(I) Many Miſchiefs will inevitably follow upon this Toleration, 
and that both to Church and Common-wealth. 

Firſt, To the Church : As 1. Cauſcleſs and Unjuſt Revolts from 
our Miniſtry, and Congregations. 2. Our Peoples minds will be 
troubled, and in danger to be ſubyerted, as As 15. 24. 3. Bitter 
heart-burning among Brethren will be fomented and perpetuated 
to Poſterity. 4. The Godly, Painfull, Orthodox Miniſters will be 
diſcouraged, and deſpiſed. 5. The life and Power of Godlineſs 
will be eaten out by frivolous Diſputes, and vain Janglings. 6 The 
whole Courſe of Religion in private Families will be Interrupted 
and Undermined. 7. Reciprocal Duties between perſons of 
neareſt and deareſt Relation will be extremely violated. 8. All 
other Sefts and Hereſies in the Kingdom will be encouraged to en- 
deavour the like Toleration, and ſhelter themſelves under the wings 
of Independency. 9. And the whole Church of England, in ſhort 
time will be {ſwallowed up with Deſtruction and Confuſion. 

(K) Secondly, To the Common-wealth ;, for it is much to be doubt- 
ed leſt the Power of the Magiſtrate ſhould not onely be weakned, 
but even utterly overthrown, conſidering the Principles and 
Practices of Independents, together with their Compliance with Q- 
ther Seftaries ſufficiently known to be Anti-Aaziſtratical. (Ibid.

Prelates, and Scandalous Miniſters; in caſting down Images, Altars, 


Crucifixes ; throwing out Ceremonies, &c. but what have you done 


againſt other kinds of growing Evils; Hereſie, Schiſm, Diſorder , 
againſt Seekers, Anabaptiſts, Antinomians, Browniſts, Libertines, 
andother Sects ? You haye deſtroyed Baal and his Prieſts; but have 
you been zealous againſt Golden Calves, and the Prieſts of the Low-

To wind up all nowin a word. The Presbyterians (you ſee) hold 
Tolleration to be the Source of all Hereſies ; utterly Unlawfull, Inſuf- 
ferable, Impious and Deſtructive, both of Church and State. The 
Independent qualifies it, with ſome Reſtriftions to thetr own advan- 
rae; but Epilcopacy and Presbytery find no Quarter. They are at 
Was among themſelves, upon an Inconſiſtency of Principles ;, and openly 
profeſs their reciprocal Animoſities to be matter of Conſcience. The 
Civi: Government paſſes with them for Tyrannical, and' the Eccleſj. 
aſtical for Antichriſtian. They ſtick to their Covenant to the Death 4 
and the Roman Papacy it ſelf, even in their own accounts of it, is not 
mnore Lloodily Rigorous in Impoſitions xpon Conſcience, than the Pa- 
pal Presbytery,, according to the Teſtimony of their Words and Aftions, 
The Imperial Authority of the Crown zs wholly ſwallowd up in the 
cranſcendent Uſurpations of the Kirk. Their Politions are not onely 
Rniucus to the Peace of This Government, but to the wery Being of 
Government it ſelf. Their very Aſſembly of Divines, did nor onely 
Animate the Sedition, and Encourage the bringing of the late King 
to the Block : but ſeveral eminent Members of it paſs'd an approbation 
of that Unſpeakable Villany, after the Fat was committed ;, and frigh- 
red the People, in their Pulpits, out of their Chriſtianity and Allegi- 
ance, into ar Enthuſiaſtick Rage, after Confuſion ard Blood. 


Sum up all This now;, and try if you can Reconcile Theſe People, in 
their Practices and Opinions, even to therr very Selves.
